Cuba thus far has reported 


only one dead. 


Inez was forecast to re- 


main stationary for about 12 
hours, then begin a s l o w 
movement toward M i a m i , 
350 miles to the north. But 
she may have been down- 
graded feo a tropical storm if 
she arrives there. 


Authoritative reports from 


the Dominican Republic list- 
ed 200 dead, about 1,000 in- 
jured, 2,000 homes destroyed 
and about 5,000 persons home- 
less when the storm hit with 
160 mile an hour winds Thurs- 
day. Damage was estimated 
at $2 million. 


The island of Guadeloupe

ing their heritage than the 
eastern states." 


Sod Houses 


She expressed special con- 


cern for the preservation of 
sod houses, noting that they 
are especially hard to save 
because of the corrosive ma- 
terial of which they are con- 
structed.

Union's diplomatic represen- 
tative to Peking, in an un- 
precedented move in the his- 
tory of Sino-Soviet relations, 
Saturday walked out of a 
celebration marking the 17th

China, the Soviet news agency 
Tass reported. 


The representative, the 


charge d'affaires of the So- 
viet embassy in Peking, was 
followed in his walkout by the 
representatives 
of Moscow's 


loyal allies—Poland, Hungary, 
Bulgaria, Mongolia, East Ger- 
many and Czechoslovakia. 


The 
fence-straddling 
Ro- 


manians presumably stayed 
on as did the envoys of North 
Vietnam, North Korea and 
Albania. 


The Communist diplomats 


walked out, Tass said, be- 
cause in h i s anniversary 
speech, Chinese Defense Min- 
ister Lin Piao "made some 
attacks on t h e Communist 
Party ot the Soviet Union and 
other fraternal parties." 


Lin has emerged recently 


as Mao Tse-tung's heir ap- 
parent. 


"This is the first time," 
Tass reported, "that Chinese 
leaders permitted themselves 
to make open attacks on the 
Soviet Union at festivities 
marking the national holi- 
day." 


Lin attacked the Russians 


in P e k i n g ' s Tienanmen 
Square in the presence of 
Mao before an estimated au- 
dience of one and a half mil- 
lion persons including over a 
million Red Guards. 


But the Russians refused to 


call them Red Guards to 
avoid associations with their 
own "Red 
Guards" w h o 


helped the Bolsheviks seize 
power in 1917. 


Peking has been without a 


Soviet ambassador since Ser- 
gei Lapin returned to Mos- 
cow several months ago, os- 
tensibly on vacation. He is 
now a member of Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko's 
delegation to the United Na- 
tions. 


Several other 
Communist 


countries left their Peking 
embassies in charge of junior 
diplomats, an effective way 
of snubbing a country when 
relations are far from nor- 
mal. 


In Tokyo, Lin led celebra- 


tions with a warning that his 
nation was ready to fight 
in Vietnam. 


"We have made all the 


preparations," Lin told a 
cheering, flag-waving crowd. 
"We are ready for maximum 
national sacrifice at all cost 
to support the Vietnamese 
people's fight to the end.

West Berlin shrugged off 


the incident and said most of

Police said the demonstra- 


tion began shortly after the 
release Friday midnight of 
two top Nazis who completed 
20 year terms for war crimes.

The Nazis, Albert Speer, 61- 


year-old former Hitler eco- 
nomic czar, and Baldur Von 
Schirach, 59-year-old former 
Hitler youth leader, w e r e 
hustled from the grim for- 
tress in separate limousines.

Poor Root Systems Threaten 
Harvest Losses in Big Milo Crop 


A warning has been issued 


to farmers by the Lancaster 
County Extension Service that 
unless they harvest and dry 
their grain sorghum early 
they might lose grain from 
the stalks going down because 
of poor root systems. 


''Field losses in grain sor- 


ghum could be high this fall 
'because of poor root develop- 
ment that is already causing 
some fields to lodge and go 
down," said Emery Nelson, 
Lancaster County Agent. 


Nelson says that examina- 


tion of some fields shows that 
herbicides can be blamed 
for part of the poor root de- 
velopment in grain sorghum. 


"The culprit in most cases 


has been 2,4-D where t h e 
brace roots are abnormal in 
growth and shape and t h e 
primary roots short and many 
showing decay," said Nelson. 


Sprayed with 2,4-D 


He said the most severe 


damage is appearing in fields 


, treated wi t h pre-emergence 
weed 
control and l a t e r 


sprayed with 2,4-D. 


•'These fields may go down 


in an ordinary fall storm," 
INelson said

the severe 2,4-D damage to 
grain sorghum fields is not 
easy to explain. 


"Part of it may be due to 


the weather at the time of 
spraying or because of ex- 
cessive application rates.

Knee-Jerk Reaction 


Nomination of Lester G. Maddox on the 


Democratic ticket for the governorship of 
Georgia may have been a knee-jerk reaction 
to racial violence in Atlanta.

Compared to Alabama and Mississip- 


pi, Georgia has been a shining light in 
the South. Incumbent Gov. Carl E. San- 
ders has pursued a moderate course in 
racial issues as has the mayor of Atlanta.

This does not mean that Negroes had 


made the full step into equality, but they have 
not accomplished that in any state in the 
union. Black power proponents fanned the 
racial fires and the fears in the South. 


Stokeley Carmichael, head of CORE, be- 


came embroiled in the discontent in the At- 
lanta slums and excited the more belligerent 
Negro elements to rioting and alienated many 
whites sympathetic to the Negro cause. It 
inflamed the white segregationists. 


Carmichael now must bear the burden of 


the resultant vote for hardline segregationist 
Lester G. Maddox, whose one claim to fame 
was barring of Negroes from his Atlanta cafe- 
teria and the closing of this place of business 
rather than comply with the federal accom- 
modations law. 


Another defeat for black power was the 


freeing by a Negro-dominated jury of Ku 
Klux Klansman Eugene Thomas on trial for 
the murder of Viola Gregg Liuzzo, a white 
civil rights worker. 


This was in Alabama where segregation- 


ist Gov. George Wallace reigns supreme. State 
Atty. Gen. Richmond Flowers, who directed 


the prosecution called it a "complete break- 
down of justice and law and order."

Without passing on the merits of the 


defense or prosecution, it is possible to be- 
lieve that Negroes serving on a jury in 
Alabama might be guided more by fear 
than by the evidence when sitting in 
judgment of a white man.

. These events point up what the respon- 
sible Negroes know: advancement and oppor- 
tunity for Negroes depends largely on good 
will and intent of the whites. Laws can be 
circumvented. The civil rights laws have 
helped because many welcomed them. They 
have been ineffective where segregationists 
have accepted only the letter of the law and 
not the spirit. 


Leaders such as Carmichael have injected 


the element of fear where there had been 
acceptance. A real confrontation of b l a c k 
power and white power could have tragic 
results and set back the cause of c i v i l 
rights. 


The country will not tolerate violence. 


Cities and states must meet such violence 
with firmness and force where necessary.

As preventive measures they should 


give assistance to the Negro leaders, who 
are advocates of non-violence and make 
sure that their reasonable demands are 
given a hearing and results that will give 
them the strength they need to lead their 
people.

most directly affected by the code, the public 
has a stake also. One section, for instance, 
places strict rules on the disclosure of "confi- 
dential information" from City Hall. 


If the intent is simply to prevent city em- 


ployes and officials from profiting from the 
possession of confidential information, that is 
proper. 


But if the provision would permit any in- 


formation to be labeled confidential and then 
withheld from the public, it could be used 
against the public interest. The code as pro- 
posed fails to define "confidential informa- 
tion."

largest school district, Dr. Paul A. Miller of 


Omaha, to the Cincinnati

ence following his new ap- 
t rust rat ions 
pointment, Dr. Miller was 
reported as saying he was 


leaving Nebraska with two frustrations—the 
failure of Nebraska to develop a state educa- 
tion master plan; and the continuing Omaha- 
versus-outstate antagonism. 


John E. Lynch, executive secretary of the 


Nebraska State Education Association, says 
in that organization's publication Nebraska 
Education News: 


"We would concur on both points. 
"To those of us who have labored in the 


legislative halls, the lack of educational goals, 
the seeming unwillingness to develop a pro- 
gram of sweeping changes or educational re- 
form, or even a program to keep up with the 
economic times, seems not to be foremost in 
the thinking of those who alone can make 
such changes—the Legislature. 


"This is not to say that the Legislature 


hasn't done its job for education. But as Dr. 
Miller said, 'How much better Nebraska would 
be with a state plan instead of fighting brush

fires, using expediency as the .guide and chas- 
ing our tails.' " 


Then Lynch gave an example of how Ne- 


braska might increase its effectiveness in ed- 
ucation without increasing costs.

"Nebraska employs about 16,000 teachers 


for 318,000 pupils. This is a ratio of one teach- 
er to 20 pupils. Assuming that a teacher can 
do a fine job with 25 pupils it would seem pos- 
sible to reduce the number of teachers about 
20%.

"If this could be accomplished through re- 


organization, there could be a high degree of 
teaching-personnel selectivity. 


'•Result: instead of paying $5,000 for each 


teacher, a salary of about $7,000 could be paid 
without spending any higher total of tax dol- 
lars than we do now. 


"One would think that this would sound 


so appealing to the citizenry that there would 
be nc hesitancy in doing it. In fact, this was 
the premise and assumption on which t h e 
1949 reorganization law was based." 


Local pride, a failure to understand the 


inadequacy of the small school district, and 
an antiquated tax system have been the stum- 
bling blocks. 


Nebraska seems to be on the verge of a 


tax break-through. When that occurs Me- 
braskans may be willing to take another look 
at school redistricting.

With all of its colleges bursting at the 


seams and the need for state aid to local 
school districts, the urgency for a state edii- 
cation master plan increases.

The current controversy 


started with radio stations.

a drug-induced dream. But 
most people dismissed that 
and considered the lyrics 
quite good poetry. 


This year, in late spring, 


another song came o u t , 
written by Dylan, and also 
sung by him — "Rainy Day 
Women No. 12 and 35 " 
About the same 
t i m e , 


"Eight Miles High" was re- 
leased by the Byrds. a 
group of Dylan disciples 
who had had the big 1965 hit

Then some radio station 


programers reported listen- 
ers were starting to u s e 
"Rainy Day Women" as 
slang for marijuana ciga- 
rettes.

discussed at a four-day meet- 
ing of the Lewis and Clark' 
T r a i l Commission opening 
Saturday 
in 
Leavenworth, 


Kan. Steen is Nebraska's rep- 
resentative on the commis- 
sion. 


Early 1800's 


The commission was formed 


to coordinate recreational, his- 
toncrti and scenic develop- 
ment of the route taken by 
the Lewis and Clark expedi- 


tion into the northwest in the 
early 1800's. 


Steen said federal agencies 


have constr cted "a series of 
great lakes. iar.:s, recreation 
a r e a s , campgrounds and 
roads" alor-g i'.o trail north 
and west of Van <ton. 


The federal government has 


not only extensively developed 
the three major rivers along 
which LCMS and Clark trav- 
eled north and west of Yank- 
ton but also is undertaking1 
maior projects along the over- 
land segment of the route in 
Montana and Idaho, lie said 


Thp Gamp Commission di-, 


rector also noted that Con-i 


gress recently passed a reso- 
lution authorizing a restudy of 
Missouri River recreational 
developments in the Dakotas 
and Montana. 


"We are prstssting this bit- 


terly," said Steen. "We feel 
the study should include the 
Missouri River from Yankton 
to St. Louis." 


The major federal activity 


along the southern stretch of 
the river has eeen chann< liba- 
tion to make the river navi- 
gable, which has been a detri- 
ment to fish and wildlife, 
Stoen said.

Football-Minded Team Plays Rugged Game 


Traffic Officials Face Saturday Foe 


Traffic on Interstate 180 stacks up as cars 
slow for ramp leading to Interstate 80 


(to Omaha).

The Cornhuskers aren't the only foot- 


ball-minded outfit around Lincoln. There 
is a team of law enforcement officers and 
traffic engineers which has been scored 
on only once this year 


While Nebraska prepares for weekly 


clashes with football opponents, the Lin- 
coln Police, Nebraska Safety Patrol and 
State Dept. of Roads and City of Lincoln 
engineers get ready to do battle with the 
same opponents every time there is a 
Nebraska home game: collision, casual- 
ty and carnage. 


The playing field is the highway routes 


into and out of Lincoln. The roads are 
loaded with cars before and after Nebras- 
ka games in the newly-expanded Me- 
morial Stadium, which can hold more 
than 60,000 people. 


This team of lawmen and engineers is 


a defensive-minded outfit but it has an 
aerial offensive too. 


Spotters On High 


The air arm Is commanded by Lin- 


coln Asst. Police Chief Willis Manchester, 
riding in a helicopter with City Traffic 
Engineer Bob Holsmger. Their object is 
to seek out the enemy's advance move- 
ments—potential accident spots, traffic 
congestion p o i n t s and dangerous auto 
movements. 


Spotting a problem in the traffic situa- 


tion before or after the game, Holsmger 
and Manchester notify ground defenses 
consisting of safety patrolmen on surround- 


ing highways and Lincoln police on down- 
town streets. 


The helicopter team Is airborne before 


the game, co-ordinating the movement of 
cars to the stadium area and nearby 
parking lots. On the ground, 75 police of- 
ficers and troopers keep intersections from 
jamming. 


Repair work on No. 10th, Vine St. and 


Cornhusker Highway have hampered traf- 
fic movements this season, throwing ex- 
tra burdens on 14th St, O St. and 
Holdrege. 


One Mistake 


Still, the "traffic team" has only one 


blemish on its defense record in two 
games; a collision on 16th between P and 
Q on the day of the TCU game There 
was no injury. 


Even with the closing of some streets, 


Manchester said, traffic coming to the 
games has been spaced adequately. Spec- 
tators arrive anywhere from 7 a m until 
game time. 


The enemy's best opportunity for 


scoring is after the game when 60,000 plus 
fans head for home at the same time. 


The j'ome team said that although 


there have been no major traffic tieups, 
several Lincoln exits have become quite 
congested, specifically, Holdrege, No 14th 
and No. 10th as east and west bound fans 
head for Interstate interchanges. 


Adding to the problem is that the two 


lanes of traffic leaving Lincoln on these 
exits have only a single lane entrance 
onto the Interstate approach ramps. 


While they scurry to the cars, other 


team members are doing a scouting job 
for the future 
They are city and state 


engineers making ground observations of 
the traffic flow and possible ways to im- 
prove it. 


Magic Number: 45 


State Traffic Engineer Robert L. Meyer 


said traffic pours off Lincoln streets onto 
the Interstate Highway at a heavy rate. 
Even then, if drivers travel about 45 
m p h. when they reach the approach 
ramp, flow can be maintained, Meyer said. 


He said some congestion has been oc- 


curring when motorists arrive at a ramp at 
the rate of one every six-tenths of a sec- 
ond but don't get onto the Interstate until 
more than one second has elapsed 


But even with added hazards of cars 


changing lanes, passing and driving too 
fast or too slow, Meyer said the "home 
team" has perhaps the best record in Big 
Eight communities. 


In the past two years, most of the 


football traffic has cleared Lincoln within 
an hour, Meyer said He said he has ob- 
served congestion 
in Boulder, 
Colo ; 


Lawrence, Kan , and Columbia, Mo , which 
takes up to three hours to clear

All he does is 
get the job done, leaving 
the h e a d l i n e s for his 
athletes. 


However, the colorless ex- 


terior of the quiet man is 
deceptive. It masks a whole 
arsenal of those old-fash- 
ioned virtues like integrity, 
dedication, 
modesty, bal- 


ance and courage that all 
too often seem to have gone 
out of style. 


These are the qualities 


that have helped him to last 
for 13 years with Walter 
O'Malley, including t w o 
with 
Leo 
Durocher 
as 


coach. And if these don't 
qualify as acid tests of sur- 
vival—well. 


For instance, on Jackie 


Robinson: "Whether Jackie 
had any particular regaid 
for me as an individual, I 
wouldn't know or care, but 
in the necessary relation- 
ship between manager and 
veteran star player, we un- 
derstood each other. I reo 
ogmzed his talents and ais 
capacity for leadership, by 
example, and he eventually 
recognized my authority." 


On Durocher, "We're dif-

It Duplicates 
Medical School 


Chicago Daily News Special 
Many young doctors view 


the year they must spend in 
internship as little more than 
a superfluous tradition or a 
colossal waste of time. 


The common criticism The 


first half-year of internship 
duplicates the last half year 
of medical school, while the 
last half year of internship 
duplicates the first half-year 
of residency. 


Internship once was the 


young doctor's solo. And the 
year of treating patients un- 
der veteran supervisors gave 
the intern experience that 
could be helpful in selecting a 
specialty to pursue in resi- 
dency training. 


Today, however, junior and 


senior medical students start 
seeing patients. And most 
residency programs must be 
selected many months in ad- 
vance, often before the young 
doctor begins internship. 


Moreover, the three stages 


of medical education — med- 
ical school (four years), in- 
ternship (one year) and resi- 
dency (up to seven years for 
some specialties) — are inde- 
pendently planned and sep- 
arately controlled. 


Too Many Pockets 


Dr. John S. Millis, president 


of Cleveland's Western Re- 
serve University, sums up a 
preponderance of opinion in a 
few blunt words: 


"Medical education is just 
split into too damn many 
pockets. 


Millis, a Ph. D., not an MD, 


headed an American Medical 
Assn. Citizen's Commission 
on graduate medical educa- 
tion. 


The commission's 112-page 
report recommends "that 
graduation from m e d i c a l 
school will be recognized as 
the end of general medical 
education and that specialized 
training begins with the start 
of graduate medical educa- 
tion." 


This means get rid of the 


Internship and shorten t h e 
length of graduate medical 
education by as much as a 
year. 


The 
commission—-an 
11- 


member, blue-ribbon group 
of physicians, educators and 
businessmen — presented 
its 


concise, readable report to 
the AMA board of trustees. 


If the AMA goes along 


with the commission's ideas, 
its powerful influential house 
of delegates could call on the 
nation's medical schools, hos- 
pitals and speciality boards 
to abandon the internship. 


Educational Trend 


Other recommendations on 


the general educational trend 
toward streamlining also are 
contained in the report 


Curricula modifications, ed- 


ucational goals, changes in 
state licensing acts and state- 
ments of certifications, the 
assumption of corporate re- 
sponsibility for graduate edu- 
cation in teaching hospitals 
experimental forms of basic 
residency training. 


At present, the report de- 


clares, "medical schools pro- 
vide excellent models of the 
scientist-research scholar and 
the hospital-based specialist, 
but rarely if ever do they pro- 
vide models of comprehensive 
health care or of physicians 
who are successful and highly 
regarded for providing that 
kind of medical service. 


"Worse, some faculty mem- 


bers tend to denigrate the 
role of such physicians." 


The citizens' group conclud- 


ed that it is time to do some- 
thing about the fact that gen- 
eral medical practice grad- 
ually has lost prestige while 
the specialities have risen in 
honor. 


Corrective surgery on medi- 


cal school programs should 
put the level of training for 
general practice on a par 
with that of specialities, said 
the commission. 


"Teaching should s t r e s s 


continuing and comprehensive 
patient responsibility rather 
than the episodic handling of 
acute conditions in the several 
areas of specialization" Millis 
wrote in summary of the re- 
port.

Trail for Bicyclists in Omaha

Omaha—Two-wheelers and 


four-wheelers 
will soon 
be 


going their separate ways in 
Omaha 


Routes ate mapped out, 


and "all we need is the mon- 
ey in the bank" to get started 
on a bicycle trail system 
nearly 100 miles long 


Omaha was recently chosen 


for one of 12 urban trail dem- 
onstration p r o j e c t s , half- 
financed bv 
the Bureau of 


Outdoor Recreation, a sub- 
division of the Department of 
the Interior. 


"We selected a bicycle trail 


because we felt a hiking or 
horseback trail wouldn't be 
as practical h e r e , " said 
Charles Christiansen, Omaha 
directoi of Parks, Recreation 
and Public Prjperty. 


The Omaha bikeway is ex- 


pected to be the longest of 
any of the trails planned for 
several of the nation's major 
cities 


"I don't know of any long- 


er," said Christiansen, point- 
ing out the proposed routing 
on a city map. "We'll have 
just under 100 miles, with 
more projected to be added 
later." 


"This plan will work be- 
cause we're using 
existing 


streets on about two-thirds of 
the system." 


Through quiet streets, down 


designated 
boulevard

walks and through several of 
the city's parks, the bikeway 
will intertwine itself to en- 
compass all four sections of 
the city, from Carter Lake on

places," he said, citing Mil 
waukee, Wis., with over $200,- 
000 spent on the project. 


Adults Interested 


"Of course, the kids will 


ride it, but a lot of adults 
are interested in getting back 
to r i d i n g for fun and ex- 
orcise," he said 
"This, like any public ex- 


penditure, is a target for the 
cynics," he continued "But 
this trail system has captured 
the imagination of a great 
number of citizens who like 
the idea. I think it will get 
a lot of use."

cle or scooter in Nebraska 
than on either the East or 
West coast or more populated 
areas of the country. 


While insurance is required 


by state law, the insurance 
representative estimated that 
only 50% of the cycle owners 
have policies. 


Speaking from the r i s k 


point of view, he said that 
the companies are not so wor- 
ried about the cyclist damag- 
ing property as about negli- 


gent acts- for example, a cy- 
clist causing two cars to col- 
lide. 


"When these drivers carry 


two or even three passengers, 
they are opening their par- 
ents up to g i a n t liability 
suits," he said. 


Previously, it has b e e n 


cheaper to insure a girl than 
a boy, but most companies 
are altering this policy now, 
he said, as man\ more girls 
are driving and owning cars 
and scooters. 


Many insurance companies 


offer a 10r* reduction in pol- 
icy cost for either auto or 
cycle insurance if the driv- 
er has taken a driver's edu- 
cation course. Some also of- 
fer a ''good student" discount. 


This discount of 10 or 15% 


is offered to those in the top 
third of their class "because 
the insurance companies fig- 
ure that these kids are home 
studying and not d r i v i n g 
around," he said.

Guardsmen in the Last Indian Campaign 


Rediscovered General Order No. I6Vz Recalls Events of 1890-91 


By MIKE B \XTER 


The bugles that blew taps 


for the last Indian war have 
been 75 years stilled, b u t 
their time for remembrance 
is coming. 


Their time is the 1967 Ne- 


braska Statehood Centennial 
and its massive research pro- 
grams dredging 
time 
for 
dates and names and events. 
And bugles 


These were the bugles that 


called out Nebraska National 
Guardsmen in 1890-91 for a 
winter campaign in northwest 
Nebraska. Their story sur- 
faced when a Guard research- 
er here re-discovered General 
Order No. 16'a of an earlier 
August. 


This called for a gold med- 


al, "suspended from a bow 
and crossed arrows, with a 
field representing a P i n e 
Ridge scene, with teepee and 
mounted Indian in foreground 
in raised letters 'Sioux Indi- 
an Campaign, 1890-91' . . ." 


Struck for Colby 


The medal was struck for 


Brig Gen. L W. Colby, field 
commander for the Nebraska 
troops The Guardsmen had 
been called out to protect 
northwest Nebraskans from

Gold and Dollars 


For Centennial Celebration 


When Canada celebrates 100 yeais of confederation in 1967, 


the milestone will be recorded on special coins Already being 
minted, the coins will be sold in presentation sets of coins 
including a $20 gold piece and six subsidiary corns. 


The lesser coins, ranging from one cent to one dollar, also 


will be for normal circulation. 


The gold com, the size of a 25-cent piece is the first issued 


by the Canadian mint since 1914 It will have an effigy of 
Queen Elizabeth II on the face and the Canadian coat of arms 
on the reverse side. 
The other coins depict Canadian wildlife 
The one-cent 


piece, a dove; the five-cent, a rabbit, the 10 cent, a mackerel; 
the 25 cent, a wildcat, and the dollar, a Canadian goose. All 
have an effigy of the Queen on the face 
Another Canadian centennial set will contain a silver 


medallion instead of the gold piece.

Saved b> Blizzard 


Their tribesmen gathered 


rapidly, but a rising blizzard 
prevented an attack on the 
soldiers. 


Soon cavalrymen were in 


South Dakota near the Ne- 
braska boundary to p r e v e n t 
more violence, and Nebraska 
Guardsmen w e r e stationed 
along a 40-mile line of out- 
posts in northwest Nebraska. 


They included a Col. W. F. 
C o d y — Nebraska's Buffalo 
Bill an aide-de-camp on the 
g o v e r n o r ' s staff. Cody, 
ordered to special s c o u t 
duty, went to the Pine Ridge 
Agency. 


There was no conflict with 


hostile 
Indians during 
the 


campaign, and the only death 
was the accidental shooting 
of a guard. A few m o n t h s 
earlier raids had seemed in- 
evitable. 


"Towns and cities were be- 


ing filled with refugees, and 


many were leaving the state 
for their friends and former 
homes in the east," one re- 
port said. Five hundred rifles 
and ammunition were distri- 
buted. This seemed to allay 
the public anxiety for the time 
being." 


Gathered in Towns 


But peace had a higher 
price. "Hundreds of settlers" 
left their homes "and gath- 
ered into the towns, leaving 
their stock unprovided f o r 
and in many instances starv- 
ing. 


At 
Chadron 
there were 


some 130 families of settlers 
gathered in from the outlying 
country 
with 
little 
or no 


money, and d e p e n d e n t 
mainly upon the public for 
shelter and food; and t h i s 
same condition existed more 
or less all along the line from 
Harrison to Valentine." 


Colby held his c o m m a n d 


until "peace was an accom- 
plished fact." The moveout 
began Jan 13, 1891. 


His adjutant General, Gen. 


James p. Gage, later wrote 
what might serve a footnote 
to the campaign- "The Na- 
tional G u a r d are (sic) not 
carpet knights for street pa- 
rades and a r m o r y balls. 
They are protectors of a 11 
law-abiding citizens "

New York aiPI) — The 
bravest v e n t u r e in town is 
that of the New York City 
opera w h i c h operatically 
has little besides singers and 
musicians. It has moved into 
a theatre next door to the 
Metropolitan 
Opera w h i c h 


operatically has 
everything. 


They're putting on operas 


cheek to jowl in the Lincoln 
Center for the Performing 
Arts—the Met in its magnifi- 
cent, new $45 7 million opera 
house, Its rival in the rented 
New York S t a t e Theatre 
'which is also new and rich 
•though not as new and by 
tontrast rather plain It wasn't 
designed for opera. 


From 
the 
standpoint of 


grand opera, there isn't and 
can't be any competition. City 
Opera isn't grand and the 
Met is grand as grand can be. 
But from the standpoint of 
just opera there is an issue 
for the public to decide via 
the boxoffice. Is there a place 
for a poor man's opera? 


Poor 
relatively 
speaking, 


that is. For its best seat the 
Met charges $12 and the at- 
mosphere is so elegant the 
patrons are encouraged to 
splurge also on dress. The 
top at City Opera is $5.50. Its 
customers dress c a s u a l l y 
and it is not unusual for some 
women to come in stretch 
pants. 


New Opera 


But the fare in both houses 


is from the standard reper- 
tory, with touches of novelty 
added here and there, such as 
a brand new opera or a re- 
vival of an old, moribund 
opera. Saturday night for in- 
stance, the Met gave Verdi's 
"La Traviata" and city opera 
had Puccini's "La Boheme."

Stuffy Setting 


Like the Met, City Opera 


has tradition though not near- 
ly as old, and inelegant rather 
than elegant. It held fourth for 
23 years in a small, shabby 
theatre which had come into 
municipal ownership through 
tax default. Neither impre- 
sarios nor singers nor patrons 
could be stuffy in such a set- 
ing, and opera was fun in an 
arty, Greenwich Village way. 


It and the Met were separ- 


ated by a mile or so in dis- 
tance and by a world in at- 
mospheres, and for years City 
Opera avoided direct compe- 
tition by giving its fall and 


spring seasons before and 
after the Met season. 


Now circumstances h a v e 


forced City Opera into a luxu- 
rious theatre next door to the 
more luxurious new Met. The 
difference in atmospheres now 
is in degree instead of kind. 
Now it must operate simulta- 
neously with the Met which has 
lengthened its season at both 
ends to meet popular demand. 


City Opera opened its fall 


season Sept. 27, 11 days after 
the Met opened. It will keep 
at it for seven weeks, giving 
46 performances of 13 operas, 
and return for another go at 
the Met in the spring

E v e r y album contains a 


swatch of the great gold cur- 
tain from the old Met, which 
Victor bought for .?10,000. 


RCA-Victor has combed its 


files to produce 30 record- 
ings in which artists s i n g 
music that they also gave on 
one or another first night at 
the Metropolitan. 


The riches are so great that 


you hardl> notice the names 
that are missing, no Nordica, 
no Muzio, no Swarthout, no 
Thorburg, no Tucker, no Nils- 
son. 


There is a booklet of ex- 


ceptional charm, written by 
Francis Robinson, assistant 
m a n a g e r of the company. 
This volume of 50 pages pro- 
vides delightful commentary 
on each recording, complete 
references 
to their sources 


and a list of all the 81 first 
nights 
at 
the old theater. 


There are some beautiful il- 
lustrations. 


What of the music? AH is 


monophonic and little is hi- 
fi, but after a few moments 
you don't really care. Repro- 
cessing of the old material 
has filtered out surface noise 
and secured an impressively 
clean and vivid transcript of 
the musical content of the 
original master disks.

Here, for a change, Is a 


novel which doesn't attempt 
to tear the form apart or wal- 
low in the sewer for sensa- 
tion's sake, but instead traf- 
flcks in the infinitely more 
demanding virtues of h i g h 
craftsmanship. O'Connor has 
no eccentricities of style: Ids 
prose is an instrument not for 
self-aggrandizement but for 
producing precisely the ef- 
fects he needs.

boy's recollection of a family 
tragedy followed by an idyl- 
lic holiday with cousins in 
Ireland. I began this chapter 
reluctantly but finished it ad- 
miringly.

among today's novelists can 
match this effect. 


Unlike Kennedys 


But here it serves merely 


as the appetizer for the dra- 
ma to come. The scene is a 
nameless city not unlike Bos- 
ton. The family whose for- 
tunes \\e follow are the Kin- 
sellas, third-generation Irish 
with powerful purposeful Pa- 
pa at the head and three 
handsome sons behind h i m. 
The Kmsellas have g r o w n 
nch and influential, and it is 
time now to enter politics and 
ser\e the public weal. 


Rumor has had it thai the 


book is based on the Kennedy 
clan. Forget it. This novel Is 
not so much a demonstration 
of what one brother In poll- 
tics will do FOR another as 
what one brother in politics 
will do TO another. 


The narrator is a cousin of 


the Kinsella boys who is part 
of the family but who, being 
a novelist, prefers observa- 
tion to participation. The tone 
is deliberately underplayed, 
reflecting the viewpoint of the 
cool, dispassionate recorder. 
It is in the caustic dialogue 
that O'Connor's realism about 
Irish politics is slashingly dis- 
played. 


Novel of Character 


But to consider "All In the 


Family" solely as a political 
novel would be to err in judg- 
ment. At bottom it is a deep- 
ly-felt novel of character, as 
most good novels are, and it 
is from the relationship of 
people to each other that the 
book draws its vitality. 


Like it or not, you will find 


your pulse beginning to race 
as you approach the tremen- 
dous 
family 
confrontation 


which gives the novel its cli- 
max. So artful is the build-op 
that you tell yourself this cli- 
max cannot possibly realize 
your expectation. But it does 
—handsomelv.
